We say no. If jieople could jiroduce all 
they need as well as what they have to 
sell, the answer might be different. But 
as all jiroduccrs are also consumers, the 
la*nefit the fanner, for example, might 
derive from an itu*n*ased price for his 
w'lieiit or his coni will be more than off- 
set by the increascsl prices he will have 
lo jay for everything tliat he and his 
family require. Again asks our con- 
tA*nijairary, “Will not infiateil jirices in- 
crease the ilivideuds of railniiKis without 
increasing the interest they have to pay

This w ill apjily to all who se- 
cure ja'nsions from the government or 
rents; it will ajijily to, all salaries and 
wagt»; in short, to every one, who will 
reivive no more dollars, only cheajicr 
and jHK>n*r dollars, as a conseqiieni-e of 
the fn-e coinage of silver. The rich, the

Eighteen men entombed in watery | 
graves mark the result of the most aw- 
ful mine disaster that has ever occurred 
In the vicinity of Haselton, Pa Jeanes- 
ville, the pretty little mining village of 
J. C. Hayden A Co., two miles across 
the mountains from Haselton, is the 
scene of the disaster which has re- 
sulted in such appalling loss of life, 
and which has brought desola- 
tion and anguish to so many homes and 
dear ones. At 11 o’clock Wednesday 
morning, while Charles Boyle and Pat- 
rick Coll, of Leviston, were 
engaged in drilling a hole in 
their chamber in the lower clift 
of No. 1 slope of J. C. Hayden A Co., at 
JeaneavUle, they broke into the old No. 

8 slope that has been idle for five years 
and had been flooded to the mouth with 
water. Wm. BrisUn, a driver, was 
driving at the bottom of the slope when 
he felt the wind coming, and cried out: 
“Boys, for God’s sake run for your 
lives or we will all lie drowned.” In a 
moment the force of water came and 
Brislin barely escaped with his life. 
Besides him six others were saved. 
They are Henry Gibbon, John Neems, 
Charles Boyle, AVilliam Coyle, door- 
tender, and Patrick Coll. I'he water 
rose rapidly, and before any attempt 
could be m^e to rescue the rest of the 
workmen water flowed in, and in five 
minutes' time the slope, which is 621 
f«“et deep, was filled to the mouth, and 
eighteen men, wholjut a few hours be- 
fore, with light hearts, left the bright 
sunshine and clear sky to descend into 
the dark cavern of coal, were buried in 
watery graves, and their lifeless bodies, 
black rimme<l and maimed, are alone 
left to tell the terrible cost of mining 
coal.

The Plan for Its Constractlon Presented 
In Detail. 

A oomforts.ble and Inexpensive pigeon 
loft can be constructed on the follow ing 
plan: Procure six locust or cedar blocks, 
two feet higli, ^and having inverted tin 
pans npon them to exclude rats, place 
them in two rows, three on a side, mak- 
ing the rows sixteen feet long and six 
feet apart, and upon this foundation 
place ^e budding. The sills are 8x4- 
inch scantling; the side sills sixteen feet 
lung; the end sills six feet long. I’lace 
one end of t ie frame towards the north, 
and erect ufon the sills fourteen studs 
of 2x3-incb scantling. Five of these 
studs stand upon each of the side sills, 
one in the center of the north end silL 
and two on the south end sill for door 
posts. On these studs, fasten 2x4-inch 
plates, and with £x3-inch rafters, five 
feet long, to allow twelve-inch pro- 
jection of roof, we have the frame com- 
plete. The roof can be made of boards 
cut five feet long, and nailed perpen- 
dicularly, or it can be covered hori- 
zontally by planks sixteen feet long. 

The floor is laid the entire length of 
the loft, and the south end and the sides 
are Inclosed with galvanized wire net- 
ting, cxceirt next to the north end, 
which is lioarded up solidly from the 
floor to the ridge of the roof. Next to 
this end the sides arc also boarded up 
six feet on the east and west sides to 
shelter tlie nesting places. These 
are built by shelves fastened to the

back of the loft, and divided into two 
compartments, each three feet long:; 
the sheh-es themselves extending the 
whole width of the loft, or six feet. 
Tbe shel'Pcs are six in number, and one 
foot dee{i, thus forming twelve nesting 
pens, anci snch a loft will accommodate 
twelve p:urs of birds, although a small- 
er number would be preferable. In the 
accompanying cut, one side of the 
boarding Is partly left off to show more 
plainly tbe appearance of the shelves In 
the sheltered recess of the loft. The 
front of the pens are not nailed, but se- 
cured Iri buttons to admit of their re- 
moval fer the porpose of cleaning. 

In thi: foregoing plan for the oon- 
stmctioii of loft, Mrith necessary dimen- 
sions given, we need only add that In 
the sonthem gable a hinged shelf, 36x19 
inches, may form an exit for the birds, 
if full liberty is desired, and we will 
proceed to the consideration of the loft 
fnmituie. This shelf is hinged at the 
bottom, and is closed by a rope mnning 
over a policy at the top of tho aperture, 
which is just the size of the shelf. 
Thus, «’hen the rope is drawn, the shelf 
closes upward, and when the rope is re- 
laxed. the shelf opens downward, and 
resting upon its supports, forms an 
alightiig board for the birds. 

For fled a hopper may be nsed, but 
it is preferable to feed by scattering 
the grsin upon the floor of the cage 
twice alaily, and never more than the 
pigeonii 'will eat entirely at a meal. 
An caxthenware dish covered with a 
wooden board nailed to an inch strip, 
which rests npon the edges of the bowl, 
forms a convenient drinking vesseL 
The b rds can insert their heads under 
the ed(^ of the board and drink with- 
out fotiling the water. The bottom of 
the ca}^r, or the aviary part of the loft, 
should be strewed with sand and fine 
gravel and it will be very conducive to 
the heilth of the birds to supply them 
In on<: comer of the aviaiy with a box 
of sal'i cat. This oompound may be 
manufactured by mixing clay and old 
mortar together and wetting the 
mixture with brine until it is about the 
consistency of mortar prepared for 
plastering. It can then be put into a 
'box piirforated 'with holes large enongh 
for tlae insertion of a bird's beak, and 
here it will soon become hard and dry. 
— P. 8 . Hunter, in Poultry Monthly.
